Digital Radio 


Two radio communications pioneers recently achieved breakthrough in digital voice 
communication on amateur radio by carrying out a digital HF QSO across the 
Atlantic. Didier Chulot, FSMJN and Doug Smith, KF6DX, successfully transmitted 
and received HF digital speech signals between France and the USA. The digital link 
operated within a 3 kHz bandwidth on 21.218 MHz. This demonstrated noise-free, 
FM-like reception and the potential for simultaneous voice and data. A written report 
on the tests is due in January, 2003.
